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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . ■ . Applicant's arguments, see attorney's remarks, filed 2/2/2007 with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-51 under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by Cuerton et 
al. (US Pat. # 6,901,369) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, 
the rejection has been withdrawn. Regarding amended claims 1-45 49-50, and 52-54, 
these claims have been fully considered and they are persuasive. And these claims are 
allowable over the prior art of records. However, upon further consideration, a new 
ground(s) of rejection is made with respect to claim 46 in view of Guicheon et al. (US 
Pat. #6,569,092). Claims 47-48 and 51 are cancelled. Claims 52-54 are added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Guicheon et 
al. (US Pat. #6,569,092). 

Regarding claim 46, Guicheon et al: disclose the steps of sensing a condition 
regarding the farmhouse with a sensor disposed within the farmhouse comprising: 
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determining an optimal quality and yield of a product from the farmhouse with the 
integrator; monitoring a parameter related to the product at the farmhouse; forming a 
datum of the monitored parameter; transmitting the datum wirelessly periodically to the 
integrator; accessing the datum; comparing the datum with the optimal quality and yield 
of the product from the farmhouse; and forming a data set of the monitored parameter 
(see Figs. 2-3, cols.4-5).
